He first became a factor in 
national politics in 1848, when he was a delegate to the convention which nom- 
inated Gen. Taylor for President. Sherman was a member of two cabinets— 
secretary of the treasury under Hayes and secretary of state under McKinley— 
served five terms as United States senator, and during most of his public nfe 
was regarded as an available candidate for the presidency. His name figured in 
several Republican national conventions, and in 1889 hé was one of the leading 
candidates in the convention that nominated Garfield.

The news of Mr. Sherman's death was 
communicated to the state department by 
I. J. Babcock, for many years private sec- 
retary and clerk to Mr. Sherman. 

The President was at informed by 
the department and the flags on publi 
buildings in Washington were lowered t 
half-mast, so to remain until after the fu 
neral. The President, as a mark of special 
honor to the deceased, prepared an expres- 
sion of the nation’s grief in the shape of a 
proclamation descriptive of the persona! 
qualities and civic abilities of Mr. Sherman. 

At the state department a message was 
framed to be transmitted to the United 
States ambassadors, ministers and charges 
abroad.
